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THE DICTAPHONE AND THE AUTHOR. 

By E. T. Ellis, F.J.I. 

Author of 

“The Dictating Machine as a Business Asset,** Etc. 

That 100,000 business men dictate to Dictaphones is an acknowledged fact, but 
at the time of writing very few authors have installed these machines to help them 
vdth their labours. 

One cannot help wondering why the cost of Dictaphones is low while the service 
rendered to authors is great. Dictaphones are, in a word, authors’ secretaries par 
excellence. 

Many authors have attempted to write every word they wish to set on paper by 
hand. ’TTien again they have tried dictating to shorthand writers or directly to clerks 
operating typewriters. None of these ways of working is really satisfactory, but 
dictating to a Dictaphone is undoubtedly ideal 

The spoken word is more forceful than the written one, and thus authors who 
use Dictaphones are soon marked out for the directness of their style and the out- 
spoksn character of their work. Young authors especially who cannot stand the long 
hours of drudgery when beginning, should use Dictaphones, and their w'ork will then 
have a freshness and piquancy of strong appeal. 

I used to write 5,000 words daily, week after week, and month after month, by 
hand. I could never keep pace with the demand for my work, but now by using a 
Dictaphone regularly I can keep well ahead, and be as fresh after a 10,000 word day 
as I was when I started. 

A Dictaphone used constantly for twelve months will enable almost any author to 
double his output, and as doubling one’s output usually means more than doubling 
one’s income, the advantage of having such a machine should be obvious.
